Group 2, claim(s) 1-8, 1 1-13 and 15-20, drawn to compounds, compositions, processes 
and methods of Formula I, wherein A is pyridine, CR3R4 does not form a ring and R5 is 
or does not contain a het group. 

Group 3, claim(s 1-8, 11-13 and 15-20, drawn to compounds, compositions, processes 
and methods of Formula I, wherein A is pyridazine, CR3R4 does not form a ring and R5 
is or does not contain a het group. 

Group 4, claim(s) 1-8, 1 1-13 and 15-20, drawn to compounds, compositions, processes 
and methods of Formula I, wherein A is pyrimidine, CR3R4 does not form a ring and R5 
is or does not contain a het group. 

Group 5, claims 1-8, 11-13 and 15-20, drawn to compounds, compositions, processes 
and methods of Formula I, wherein A is pyrazine, CR3R4 does not form a ring and R5 is 
or does not contain a het group.
